Tue ‘Chinese Times says:—The Imperial 
Government, at the instance of the Viceroy 
Li, will probably maintain Yuen, the Chi. 
nose Residont in Corea, in his post at Seoul 
for an indefinite time longer, if only to 
show they disregard .the Qorean King’s 
protest. The desigsion is foulish, as one 
of the first signs of disapproval and disgust 
will come from -Japan, where tha Tokio 
Government regards the follies of Yuen in 
Corea, and consider. his retention not only 
injurious in a very yravo degrea to China, 
but also dangeruug to Japan. ‘Tho relations 
between China ant Japan, which ought to 
be cordial at all times, the common interest 
being absolutely” identical, will now be 
clouded dver. ‘The-course taken by Chino 
in thia matter ia perilous to her, and is 
contrary to international law as well as to 
morality and prudence. It~is really folly 
tw insist on inflicting upon Corea, o tian 20 
much detestéd as Yuen ia there, and he 
ought to be removed to sumo place where 
the apecial qualities which ho bas might be 
utilized. . 


Owns to the opposition to the railway from 
Tientain to Tupgshow, we believe that no 
contract haa been, or will bo made at pre- 
nent for the raila for which tendera were 
received by the Company on the 18th. 
Rumours of a repotition of.some af the 
attempts which wore mads by foreigners at 
the previous reception of tenders to obtain 
undue advantages over compotitora have 
perhaps no better foundation than tho ram- 
ours of diplomatic pressure being put on 
the Directora to force them to purchase 
materials with respect to the nationality of 
the makers rather than tho interest of the 
Railway Company. ‘The opposition to the 
extenaion of the railway appears to proceed 
from a combination of the Tutora of the 
Emperor and a well-known member of the 
Teung-ii Yamén whose daughter recently 
married into the eldest family in China. 
They have gained over the Fifth Prince, 
Tun, the oldest surviving sun of the Em- 
peror Tao Kuang, man who affvcts auster- 
ity of life and is reputed poor, Such men, 
when they possess courage, are very In- 
fluential in China, and both the Sixth 
Prince, who is very rich, and the Seventh, 
who would probably like to be so, are 
accustomed to cower under the Insh of their 
somewhat free-spoken and not over-tem- 
perate elder brother,. The Censora have 
aleo been inrgely annexed. They are not 
very expensive luxuries, All operations on 
the proposed railway »ro of courae postpon- 
ed sine die.—Chinesc Times. 


THE Chinese Times of the 2nd instant says 
that the oppvsition at Peking to the exten- 
aion of the railwsy to Tungchow is so ser- 
ivua, that, as we have already announced, 
the acheme is abandoned, ‘Lhe’ instigator 
of the opposition ia ‘a wember of several 
Boards, aud is one of the ableat as well as 
most courageous of Chinese officials, and 
the combination embraces practically the 
voting power of six Boarda with a strong 
contingent of men of rank, including 8 con- 
siderable number who are very near the 
Throne.’ ‘The opposition is to the Viceroy 
Li as well os to his railway, and it is prac- 
tically a challenge thrown down to him, 
which he will be obliged to accept, Ags 
regards the railway itself, the terms on 
which it waa to be built wore so onerous, 
that the Chinese Titnes considers that thera 
is little to regret in the check which it has 
received, Jt had undertaken not to com- 
pete at all with the boat traffic for goods, or 
with the cart traffic, and not to carry tri- 
bute-rice or any other carge usually carried 
by boots. its earning power would have 
beon reduced to the passenger trafic, for 
whith ‘the tariff would necessarily have been
